ETROIT, March 29.—In prep- 
aration for America’s biggest 
motoring season, the Chevrolet 
Motor Company announced here 
today the development of a com- 
prehensive program for the serv- 
ice protection of the millions of its 
cars that will be in use this spring. 
It was with a view to making 
Chevrolet service even more ac- 
cessible, thorough, rapid and 
economical to the owner that the 
present expansion and perfection 
program was undertaken, J. P. 
Little, manager of the parts and 
service division, explained. 

So extensive has been the de- 
velopment of the service activi- 
ties of the company, he said, that 
there are now 20,960 points in the 


United States where the Chev- 
rolet owner may obtain author- 
ized Chevrolet service or genuine 
parts. 

The program contemplates the 
opening this year of eleven new 
parts warehouses, in addition to 
the twenty-eight now in opera- 
tion.

ONSIDERABLE attention is being given to airplanes as freight 

carriers, although the carrying of passengers in the past has been 
more or less of a spectacular nature. Manufacturers, jobbers and 
retailers want to know just what effect the planes will have in the 
transportifig of freight from point to point throughout the United 
States. 

A statement credited to R. B. C. Noorduyn, assistant to the 
president of the Bellanca Aircraft Corporation, is to the effect 
that the airplane will bring about a more intensive hand-to- 
mouth buying in the near future. As aircraft transportation 
grows in favor, he is reported to have said, consumers will reduce 
their stocks on hand because they wilil be able to replenish them 
quickly. 

He does not anticipate any immediate reduction in airplane costs. 
Operating expenses for a six-passenger plane are estimated to be 
about 40 cents a mile. 

This is not expected to affect the huge motor trucking business

the Cadillac and La Salle. 

The 90-degree angle was selected, 
according to Olds engineers, because 
of the short crank shaft and the 
fact that this angle between the 
blocks in combination with the two- 
plane 90-degree crank shaft pro- 
vides power impulses at equal and 
equally overlapping intervals. This 
power plant of 3% by 35,4 inches 
bore and stroke, with a compression 
ratio of 5.2 to 1, produces 81 horse 
power at 3,000 r. p. m. Having a 
displacement of 259.5 cubic inches, 
1 horse power is produced for ap- 
proximately every 3.2 cubic inches 
of piston displacement. This is 
representative of exceptionally good 
practice 

The crankcase is cast integrally 
with the block. This is the first 
time a one-piece block has been 
used for a V motor and results in 
improved rigidity, accessibility, 
cooling and lubrication. It also 
makes possible a very unique but 
efficient horizontal valve arrange- 
ment. Because of the one-piece 
casting it has been possible to 
incorporate strong cross braces 
and ribbing, giving a rigid struc- 
ture and a firm support for the 
large crankshaft bearings. Four 
point suspension, with rubber 
insulating blocks, is used.

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Stock Positions 
CONOMISTS generally agree that a sound stock, that 
is to say a stock issued by a company well and conserva- 
tively managed, should sell at approximately fifteen times 
the amount of its yearly earnings. For instance, the’ stock 
of a company of the sort mentioned which earned $10 should 
be selling at about $150 per share. 

Accepting this ratio of stock value to earnings, most of 
the automotive companies are exceptionally well placed. A 
recent article in The Automotive Daily News gave the 
standing of ,various automotive stocks. For instance, Gen- 
eral Motors is now selling at about 14 times its earnings, 
Hudson at about 10, Nash at about 12, Studebaker 12, Mack 
Truck 13, American Bosch 11, Eaton Axle 12, Spicer 10, 
Stewart-Warner 10. These are approximate ratios, which 
obviously change somewhat from day to day as stock prices 
rise or fall, and they are taken from the list at haphazard. 
The point is that the companies’ shares are actually selling 
at figures below the generally accepted ratio of price to 
earnings. 

It has always been a custom of the stock market to 
discount future prosperity as the market develops. This 
means that current earnings of a company are reflected in 
the quotations of its stock. For instance, if a company 
earned $10 per share last year and reports from its plants 
indicate that it is going to earn $15 during the first half of 
1929, this condition would be reflected in an increase in the 
sale price of its stock. Thus we might find a stock which 
earned $10 per share in 1928 selling at $200 a share, which 
would give it a ratio of twenty times on its earnings, and 
yet the rate of production and sale during the first three or 
four months in 1929 would actually justify the price. 

All this is interesting to the student of economics and 
the moral to be drawn from it is that present prices of 
automotive stocks offer sound investment opportunities 
to investors. Speculators are something else again. 


German Thoroughness 
ERMANY is thoroughly awake to the value of highway 
transportation. This new European republic is evi- 
dently determined to develop this means of communication 
in the same way that we have done. With typical Teutonic 
thoroughness Germany is going to study our highway 
development and learn from our successes and from our 
mistakes. Within the next few weeks a commission conf- 
posed of experts from Germany will come here to make a 
thorough survey, not only of our highway building and 
repair methods, but of gasoline taxation and kindred sub- 
jects relating to the development of motor transport. 
This country was faced by pecuiiar problems in its 
highway progress. We made many costly mistakes, which 
it is hoped other nations will study quite as carefully as 
they do our present successes. It is to be hoped that 
foreign nations will not pass over unobserved the tend- 
ency of state legislatures to levy higher and higher taxes 
against motor vehicles and motoring. This condition is 
even worth some constructive study by ourselves.

New Merit Rate e 
Plan Is Adopted 
On Car Liability 


(Continued from page 1) 


men and some other classes, as does 
that of the Philadelphia companies. 

In a publicity statement the Na- 
tional Bureau says of the plan:— 

“Under it the driver of a private 
passenger car will obtain a 10 per 
cent. reduction in his insurance 
rates for public liability and prop- 
erty damage providing he meets the 
following conditions:— 

“First—He has owned and oper- 
ated a private passenger automobile 
for not less than two years prior to 
the effective date of the policy. 

“Second—No private passenger 
automobile owned by him has been 
involved in an accident during the 
two years prior to the effective date 
of the policy. 

“Third—His operating license has 
not been suspended nor revoked, he 
has not been convicted of driving 
while intoxicated, evading responsi- 
bility after an accident, nor guilty 
of reckless driving during the two 
years preceding the effective date 
of the policy. 

“Fourth—He will keep the brakes 
and steering gear of his automobile 
in good working condition and will, 
have them inspected at least semi- 
annually. 

“This new rating plan and its. 
conditions will apply to all private 
passenger cars, including thoce 
owned and operated by physicians, 
salesmen, solicitors, collectors, ad- 
justers and investigators. 

“This new idea has been under’ 
consideration for a long period by 
the National Bureau of Casualty 
and Surety Underwriters, which has. 
begun immediately to file its merit 
plan in all states. It will become 
effective in those states as quickly 
as the rules and regulations of the 
various state departments of insur- 
ance will permit.” 

In a circular to all companies 
which are members of its automo- 
bile department the National 
Bureau says that the new merit rat- 
ing plan becomes effective March 
25 in all states except Massachusetts . 
and the following, in which it must 
be filed: Missouri, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, Vermont and Wis- 
consin on April 1, and in Minne- 
sota, New Hampshire, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, Texas and Washington as 
soon as it is approved by the In- 
surance Department.

The company was not formed 
with the view of profit, Lee ex- 
plained, but this action was de- 
cided upon by local dealers when 
the quality of cars which were 
being offered on the used-car 
market and for trade-ins was of 
such a low value that dealers 
sought an effective way of elim- 
inating them from the streets. 

The project, however, has proven 
a financial success in itself aside 
from accomplishing its original pur- 


pose, Lee says. The value of used 
cars now being offered is much 


higher now than heretofore. 
The stockholders in the salvage 


company are composed entirely of | 


leading automobile dealers of the 
city. The company is incorporated | 
for $50,000. 

During the four and a half 
months period ended February 1, 
tht company has purchased 3,450 
used cars. The makes of these cars 
include every kind, from Ford to 
Pierce- Arrow, and models of com- 
paratively recent dates, back to 
1911. 

The average purchase price of 
these cars, Lee said, is $17.30 each. 
The company has spent a total of 
$69,000 in four and a half months 
for the purchase of the old cars. 

Everything on the cars is bring- 
ing profit to the company, with the 
exception of the springs and seats. 
These are too light to ship and it 
is too difficult to cut them up, 
Lee explained. The springs are 
now being used by the company as 
“rip-rap” to prevent the earth 
\from washing away from the yard 
,during heavy rains. 

Thirty-five persons are employed 
by the company, and the company 
has been installing new labor sav- 
ing divices since the yard has shown 
such a marked success. 

The used cars are coming 
the yard at the rate of 
twenty cars a day and 
has been going forward at the rate 
of about thirty-five cars a day re- 
cently. The company recently 
creased its wrecking schedule 
when it was found that cars were 
coming in faster than 
being wrecked. The 
schedule will be increased to fifty 
ears daily within the near future, 
Lee declared. 

Although the majority of cars 
received at the yard are from lo- 
cal dealers received on trade-ins, 
there are also many private own- 
ers who are using the yard as a 
means of disposing of their cars. 

In tearing down the automobiles, 
the metal is cut into short pieces 
to enable more compact loading. 
Before loading the metal is sorted. 

The present wrecking schedule 
allows the shipment of about two 
lears daily to smelters in East St. 
jLouis, Ill. The number of cars 
‘leaded daily will probably shortly 
be increased to three, Lee said.
